Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file.

Species 2, drawn to the present invention being used for a digital still camera (e.g., see 
page 15, lines 20-23 of the specification). 

Species 3, drawn to the present invention being used for a notebook computer (e.g., see 
page 15, lines 20-23 of the specif cation). 

Species 4, drawn to the present invention being used for a mobile computer (e.g., see 
page 15, lines 20-23 of the specification). 

Species 5, drawn to the present invention being used for an image reproducing device 
(e.g., see page 15, lines 20-23 of the specification). 



Species 6, drawn to the present invention being used for a goggle type display (e.g., see 
page 15, lines 20-23 of the specification). 
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Species 7, drawn to the present invention being used for a video camera {e.g., see page 
15, lines 20-23 of the specification). 

Species 8, drawn to the present invention being used for a cellular phone (e.g., see page 
15, lines 20-23 of the specification). 

The species are independent or distinct because as disclosed the different species have 
mutually exclusive characteristics for each identified species. In addition, these species are not 
obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to 
their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., 
searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another 
species; and/or the species are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph.
